Park, Mr. Wear came to the capital and 
through the instrumentality of Senator Vest 
and other friends was made chief of the 
southern division of the pension office, which 
place he has filled as a faithful public servant 
up to this time. It was expected tbat Mr. 
Wear would be permitted to remain 
and Col. Wells Blodgett and others in- 
themselves to that end. Mr. Wear 
was a soldier and a Missourian, yet the Secre- 
tary wanted the place for a Republican. 
Hence the change. Mr. Wear should not ex- 
pect else, however, for he was just as de- 
_girous for the election of a Democrat as the 
man who will get his place was for the success 
of a Republican. He vassed the civil service 
examination with a view of being retained as 
aclerk, but on August (he will go out alto- 
gether. 

That rotund, astute politician and lawyer, 
Jadge Seay of Union, Mo., is here again after 
Democratic postmasters’ scalps. The offices 
he wants filled are all presidential appoint- 
ments, but at present he is depending on the 
cleverness of Gen. Clarkson to make the

Duty on Garnetie Wool Waste. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 25.—The Treasury 
Department to-day decided an interesting 
question in regard to the classification of so- 
calied garnette wool waste. The question 


arose On an appeal by J. Wild & Co. from the 
decision of the Collector of Customs at New 
ork assessing duty at 30 cents per pound on 
@ recent importation of that merchandise 
which they claimed to be dutiable at 
the rate of 10 cents per pound. It 
2 from the special report 
- © the United States Appraiser that 
the merchandise consistsjof so-called woolen 
waste which has been garnetted or put 
through some process by which it is practicai- 
ly restored to the condition of unmanufac- 
tured scoured wool of the first class. In a let- 
ter to the Collector, Acting Secretary Batch- 
elor says the question as to the classifftation 
of merchandise of this character was decided 
by the department on the 26th of Uc- 
tober, 1857, and it wus on

tically the same and should inthe opinion of 
the appraisers be classified for duty at the 
Same rate as the wool from which they come 
2 7 they so closely resembie.’’

The Pension Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 25.- The Com- 
mission appointed by Secretary Noble to in- 
vestizate and report upon the manner of re- 
rating pensions inthe Pension Bureau during 
the last year, were to-day busily engaged in 
examining cases. It is stated at the Pension 
Office that in the event that the com mittee dis- 
covers that reratings have been made in vio- 
lation of law, the facts can be reported to 
the Commissioner and the law points out the 
course he is to pursue.

RAILKOAD NEWS. 


Advance in Grain Kates—The Missouri Com- 
missioners’ Reduction. 


CMicaco, III., July %.—The Chicago east- 
bound roads are taking steps to put in effect 
August lithe 25-cent tariff on all articles of 
grain except corn. The Baltimore & Ohio per- 
sistently refuses to advance the rate on corn 
above the 20-cent basis and consequently 
all roads, except the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk, will continue to make a 20-cent 
rate on corn. The Chicago & Grand 
Trunk provoses to advance all articles 
of grain, including corn, but it is not probable 
that it will hold long to a higher rate on corn 
than other competing lines give. It is quite 
probable that the Chicago & Grand Trunk will 
bring the matter before the Interstate Com- 
mission and ask for a decision on the queation 
whether railroads can legally make a lover 
rate on corn, which is worth twice as 
much . as oats, than on the latter. 
The decision of the Interstate Commission 


declaring it to be unlawful to make a lower 
rate to seaboard points on exporttraffic than 
on traflic consigned locally to seaboard points 
will probably necessitate another revision of 
the east-bound tariffs, as the railroads can- 
not afford to advance the export rates to the 
basis of local rates, but in order to hold their 
export trade will have to reduce the local 
rates to the basis of the present export rates. 


The Question of Differentials. 


OnicaGo, III., July 25.—The following state- 
ment of the situation of affairs in the Trans- 
continental Railway Association was made to 
a reporter for the Associated Press this after- 


noon by a very prominent member of the 
association:

Inthe meantime this committee 
has been in session during the forenoon, con- 
sidering some of the thirty-three other sub- 
jects which are before it. It yi be in session 
again this afternoon, agalso Will the general 
mecting and the freight and passenger com- 
mittees, You may say that the association 
is not going to pieces. There is a feel- 
ing in the association, and it has 
only one or two exceptions, that there should 
be no differentials; that each road should ac. 
cept its favorable or unfavorable physical 
conditions and compete for the business at 
equal rates. At the same time, in the inter- 
ests of harmony, asmall differential will be 
conceded.’’

Mr. Soames, solicitor forthe Times, in reply 
to a question by Mr, Sexton, said he could not 
tell witnin £10,000the amount the Times had 
paid to witnesses. The sum, however, was 
very large. This concluded the — evi- 
dence. Mr. Sexton, replying to a question by 
Presiding Justice Hannen, stated that he 
could not sum up the case in behalf of the Par- 
nellites until he had consulted with his col- 
leagues. Sir Henry James of counsel for the 
Times stated that he was not in a positiob yet 
to reply to the whole case. Presiding Justice 
Hannen informed Mr. Sexton that further ev- 
idence would be called if the commission con- 
sidered it necessary, but the reasons therefor 
must be exceptional. The court then ad- 
journed unt October 24. 
ORDERED TO PRISON. 

Presiding Justice Hannen ordered that Mr. 
Thomas Condon and Mr. John O'Connor, 
members of the House of Commons, who 
while serving sentences in Ireland for offences 
under the crimes act were brought to Lon- 
don to testify before the Parnell Commission, 
complete the remainder of their terms ina 
London prison.

The Price 
Years Ago—A Reminiscence. 


Michael McEnnis, coming in to business 
through the Mill Oreek Valley from his home 
at Kirkwood this morning, spoke of the possi- 
ble new Union Depot. And that led him to 
talk of the,change in the creek valley and in 
the basin of Chouteau’s Pond. ‘‘When

Capt. McDonald Reports iu Favor of a ro- 
iceman Charged With Brutality. 


Capt. McDonald ot the Fourth Police Dia- 
trict, pursuant to orders issued from Chief of 
Police Huebler requesting an investigation of 
the charges made by friends of Charles Baum- 
starck, to the effect that the latter had been 
brutally beaten by Patrolman Camp, has re- 
turned a report which says: 


**T herewith report that lL have investigated 
the arrest of Charles Baumstarck by Officer 
Camp on the 22d inst, About 8 o’clock on Mon- 
day evening, as Officer Camp was returning 
from supper to his post of duty he was accost- 
ed by M. Neagle of 4363 De Soto avenue, who 
requested him to arrest Baumstarck, who was 
shouting at some small boys at play ina new 
building in course of erection at the corner of 
Fiorissant an Linton avenues. As the 
officer advancéd Baumstarck struck him sev- 
eral blows Ws ted: which he had in his 
hand. The officerthen asked him if he had 
done the shooting? when he (Baumstark) 
became very exe and cautioned the 
officer Oo keep away from him. 
When he did approach near enough to place 
the man under arrest Baumstarck put his hand 
to his hip-pocket as it to draw bis revolver, 
when Mr. Neagle called to the officer to ‘look 
out,’ as he was going to shoot. Officer Camp 
then knocked him down. The prisoner was 
then taken to the sub-station. This 
was at 8:6. At 10 o’clock he 
was released on bail. At the station Baum- 
starck made no complaint of being injured 
and showed no signs of distress, the only 
mark visible being a small lump on the left 
temple. There was no sign of blood and 
the prisoner was both able to 
talx and to walk, which he readily 
did upon hie release. At the time 
of the arrest several excited friends of Baum- 
starck’s attemptedto take the prisoner from 
the officer, and Leonard Heling went 80 far as 
to strike Officer Camp. The latter, to protect 
himself, was compelled to knock Heling down. 
Had it not been for Charles Hale 
and two brothers named Clark, Of. 
leer Camp would no doubt have been 
roughly handled, Mr. Neagle says Baum- 
stark fired three shots, one of them point- 
blank ut alittle boy named John Callehan, 
residing et 48310 De Soto avenue. Messrs. Wal- 
ter Meyer, 2106 John avenue; Tom Geary, 2108 
Gano avenue; Chas, Haley, 4254 De Soto 
avenue; T. . Neagle, 4363 De Soto av- 
enue, and others will fully corroborate 
the above statements. The friends of Mr. 
Baumstarck insist thatthe prisoner did not 
resist in the least and only reached for his 
weapon when the patrolman demanded it 
from him. Camp has not yet deen 
arrested. As stated in last evening’s 
POST-DISPATCH a warrant was sworn out 
charging him with assault to kill, but a visit 
to the Sheriff's office elicited the Information 
that it had not yet been served. The arrest 
will probably be made some time late this af- 
ternoon.

EXTREMES OF HUMANITY. 


The Good-Tempered Giant and the Irritable 
Dwarf. 


It is a curious fact that giants rarely exceed 
the age of 40 or 45, says a writer in Chambers’ 
Journal, and few among them ever show signs 
of much intellectual capacity. They are as a 
rule good-tempered, indolent and placid; 
their opposite extremes—the dwarfs—being 


irritable, active, clever and ill-tempered. 

*Dwarfs may be divided into two sections. 
Firstly, those who are born s, and remain 
dwarfs all their lives, from childhood to ma- 
turity; and secondly, those who become 
dwarfs from some accidentin the early months 
or years of childhood. It may be remarked 
that those dwarfs who come under the first 
head are often noticeable for their shrewdness 
and intellectual capacity, combined with 
much childish vanity and an overwhelming 
love of dress and admiration. Those, on the 
other band, who are deformed and show an 
upnpatural development of any special limb, 
are us a rule irritable, semi-idiotic and inca- 
pable of any high degreg of mental capacity. 

One of tbe most celebrated dwarfs of whom 
we read in history was Nicholas Ferry, the 
dwarf of King Stanislas of Poland, who was 
remarkable for his wit, good temper, and in- 
tellectual attainments and accomplishments. 
Next after him in celebrity ranks a female 
dwarf named Babet Schreier, who was porn 
at Piegels dach, year Mannheim, on the 3ist 
of October, 1810. Her parents were poor 
laborers, hale and heaity people, who per- 
mitted visitors to see their wonderful chiid, 
but would never consent, poor as they were, 
to exhibit her for any pecuniary benefit. Babet 
was perfectly formed, although when she was 
born she weighed only 1% pounds. She grew 
tilishe was about 24 feet high and there 
stopped. Her health was always good and 
her character amiable and lively. 

Although dwarfs generally attain a greater 
age than giants, still they rarely pass three 
score and ten. There are, however, two 
notable exceptions to this rule in the per- 
sons of Amias Clowes, the famous Matlock 
dwarf, who died at that place in 1784, at the 
ripe age of 103, his height being % feet. 
He had caused to be built for himself a little 
house eight feet square, furnished with arti- 
cies suitable to his size. The other instance 
was that of Peter the Great’s favorite and 
dwarf, a woman he called Poupee, whose 
height was that ofachild of 6. She was re- 
markably prettv, lively and clever, and the 
Emperor had an extraordinary affection for 
her. She lived to pass the age of 100 years 
without ever having suffered from auy iliness 
or infirmity. 

There — still de seen in the ducal palace 
at Mantua six little rooms opening one out of 
the other, which were constructed by order of 
one of the dukes of Mantua for the special oc- 
cupation of his favorite dwarfs. The waiis of 
these apertments are but six feet square, and 
they are reached by two staircases of small 
steps. These rooms are at present denuded 
of all furniture, and the doors even have been 
taken off their hinges.

Among the singular and rare plants of the 
world is the Australian bottle tree, an indig- 
enous tree of a limited portion of tropical 
Queensland and found nowhere else in Aus- 
tralia or on the globe. The native habitat of 
this peculiar specimen of vegetation is on the 
eastern coast range of mountains within the 
paralleis of 18 and 21 degrees of south latitude. 
The soil on which it grows is dry, the areas 
are level to a limited extent, and elevated 
above sea level over 1,000 feet. 

This tree takes its name from the shape of 
its trunk, which is wonderfully like the out- 
lines of a giant bottie of the common order.

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NERVE BEST. 


The Importance of Occasional Absolate Ces- 
sation of Work. 


As there are so many degrees of nervous ex- 
haustion,so are there many methods of restor- 
ation. What would be pleasant exercise to 
one might prove laborious exertion to an- 
other, and what would be soothing to one 
might be irritating to another. In all cases, 
however, complete nerve rest implies the 
maintenance of agreeable sensation and the 


avoidance of nervous agitation. It may not 
be possible to obtain such absolute rest as is 
here indicated, but the aim of treatment 
is to secure as near an approach to it 
as can be attained by legitimate means. 
No means isjused which might injure the gen- 
eral health. The fact that women are more 
liable than men to the severer forms of nerv- 
ous exhaustion is one reason why the cases 
quoted are chiefly those of women. Another 
reason is that in men it is rarely possible to 
study this stage of the disease uncomplicated 
by the effects of alcoholic indulgence. Most 
men who find themselves becoming victims of 
nervousness endeavor to escape the worries of 
life by taking reluge in drink, 80 
that they usually bring upon them- 
selves other diseases of alcobolic 
origin. In women this was notformeriy the 
habit, but there is reason to believe that the 
late increase of inebriety among them is large. 
ly due to the spread of nervous exhaustion- 
On the other hand, there are many cases in 
both sexes where alcoholic induigence has un- 
doubtedly been the chief cause of the ailment. 
Although the most serious forms of this disease 
have al: ne been discussed, it must not be sup- 
posed that milder forms do not also require 
special nerve rest. This cannot be secured 
witbout more or less change ae inade 
in the ordinary mode of life. ervous 
agitation is the chief cause of ner- 
yous exhaustion. It is almost impossible even 
for a healthy man to avoid a certain amouut 
of agitation in connection witb his affairs, 
while for the nervous man it is absolutely Im- 
ssible. For the latter, therefore, a frequent 
holiday is essential. Ihe way of spending 
such a holiday isa matter of urgent import- 
ance. Many nervous sufferers return home 
worse than when they left. They climb 
mountains in Switzerland when they ought to 
be loitering on the seashore or lounging on 
the deck of an ocean steamer. They rise early 
„% make the best of to-day, when 
they had better lie several hours longer 
to fix the benefits of yesterday. Like 
the unskilied rider, who dismountse for relief, 
they are frequently driven to bedto recover 
from their holiday exertions. The amount of 
exercise must be regulated by its effect on 
bead or spine. Mere muscular fatigue may be 
overcome by regular walking, but nervous 
fatigue must be entirely avoi ed. Ifthe pa- 
tient cannot take sufficient exercise to sustain 
bis appetite and digestion he had better un- 
dergo an hour’s massage daily. And when he 
bas once gainedthe power of walking from 
five to ten miles a day without fatigue of head 
or spine, be ought, by constant practice to 
endeavor to retain ft. ‘There is no better pre 
ventative of nervous exhaustion than regular 
unhurried muscular exercise. If we coul 
moderate our hurry, lessen our worry and in- 
erease our open-air exercise, a large poe 
of nervous diseases would be abolished. For 
those wbo connot get a sufficient holiday, the 
pest substitute is an occasional day 
in bed. Many whose nerves are 
constantly strained in their daily vocation 
have discovered this for themesives. A 
Spanish merchant in Barcelona told his medi- 
cai man that he always went to bed for two or 
three days whenever be could be spared from 
bis business, and he iaughed at those who 
spent their holidays on toilsome mountains. 
One of the hardest worked women in Engiand, 
who has for many years conducted a large 
wholesale business, retaine excellent nerves 
at an advanced age, owing, it is believed, to 
her habit of taking one day a week in bed. If

SHE FIRES FIVE SHOTS AT ALLEN WILKIN- 
SON WITHOUT EFFECT. 


Sensational Scene in a West End Barber 
Shop—Narrew Escape From Death of 
Dr. Arthur E. Ewieg—Ed Butiler’s Shav- 
ing Mug Sacrificed—Conflicting Stories as 
to the Cause of the Affray.

morning. Allen’s shop 

is onthe south side of 

Washington avenue near

At 

the time of the barber’s narrow escape 

he was running a razor over the face of 

Dr. Arthur E. Ewing. Physician and barber, 

unaware of the approach of any danger, were 

conversing upon such subjects as are usually 

discussed by tonsorial professors and their 

victims. Exactly where they were in this dis- 

cussion atthe time ofthe interuption neither 

of them can tell now but they remember viv- 

idly how they felt when the interruption 
caine. 

There was an explosion in the doorway to 
the shop, the whiz of a ball as it salled by six 
inches above Dr. Ewing’s head, and 
just far enough away from Wilkinson's 
left side to miss him, and the plink of that ball 
as it struck and splintered a shaving cup in 
the rack atthe south end oftheshop. Look- 
ing toward the doorway the astonished occu- 
pants of the shop saw

and one foot on the stone step, holding in her 
extended right hand a revolver, As they 
looked fire belched forth from the revolver 
and a ball plunked into the wooden partition 
upon which the shaving cup-case hung. 
Wilkinson dropped behind the chairand in 
rapid succession two shots were fired at him, 
which entered the floor near by Where he 
was crouching but did not touch him. The 
calls were close though and he tried to get 
fartber away. He made a dash for the back 
door and a ball from the rapid acting revolver 
caught up with him and passed by before he 
reached the door. Passing through, a fifth 
shot followed so close that an inch tothe

The policemen waited while she threw off 
the blue work dress ebe had worn while at- 
temping to make a sieve of the barber and put 
on a pretty dress of black and white. 

STILL TREMBLING WITH EXCITEMENT, 
but nervy, she went with the policemen to the 
Third District eub-station at Dayton street 
and Jefferson avenue. 

She was placed in oneoftheclean and well 
ventilated wooden bar cells of the station, 
where she was seen by a reporter.

COLOMBIAN INJUSTICE. 


An American Sailor Kept in Prison en a 
False Charge.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Timothy Burke, a na 
tive of New Orleans, formerly asailor on the 
United States ship Iroquois, and who has 
been employed as an engineer on the Isthmus 
of Panama for four years, arrived from Aspin- 
wall yesterday on the City of Paris. He af- 
fords another illustration of the injustice of 
the Colombian authorities towards American 


citizens. In September, 1888, Burke was hired 
by the captain of an Italian vessel lying off 
Aspinwall to repair the ship’s pumps. The fol- 
lowing day Thomas Kelly, une of the crew, was 
arrested for stealing the ship’s chronometer 
and he claimed that Burke was an accomplice. 
Burke was also arrested. He was kept for 
thirteen days in a dark cell bee exaw/lna- 
tion. A Lieutenant of the United States ship 
Atlanta took Burke some money collected for 
him on board that vessel. The money was 

laced in the hands of United States Consul 

ifguain, who did what be could for the pris- 
oner, who had to bribe the jailers and buy 
much of his own food. After eleven exam- 
inations, which occupied six months, Burke 
was pronounced innocent. He was not, how- 
ever, released, the authorities claiming that 
certain papers had not arrived from Panama. 
Burke was kept in prison three months and 
ten days after being declared not guilty.

A Movement to Effect a General Organisa- 
tion for the Protection of the Industry 
The Danger Now Threatening—Necessity 
for Prompt Action—Prospects of a Fight 
in Congress.

should be held. The suggestion, too is such 
as to take Grm root, so thatthe organization 
should be effected at an garly day, and cer- 
tainly before the meeting of Congress wich 
will probably be called in October. 

The great danger to the mining industry of 
the United States, as it has been regarded, 
is through the admission of silver lead ores 
from Mexico. This danger, however, effects 
the industry indirectly through its effect on 
lead, which, to a great extent, is necessary in 
the successful operation of the low grade 
silver mines ofthe West. The lead indus- 
try isso important to these mines that the 
admission of the Mexican ores, coupled with 
other causes, chief among which 
was speculation, forced the shutting down of 
many of them, and seriously crippled a great 
many more. Had a general meecing of the 
silver mining interests been held some time 
ago it is believed that this embarrassment 
could have been speedily overcome, while 
individual protests and arguments had but 
little weight. 

A GREATER DANGER THREATENS NOW, 
however, as is fully explained in a statement 
made to the Post-DisepaTcH by Mr. Ivan C. 
Michels of the United States Senate Com- 
mittee on Mines and Mining. Mr. Michels is 
in a position to know fully the needs and 
dangers of the mining industry. He 
cannot, however, he says, under- 
stand their apathy up to this time unless 
it be charged to complete demoralization 
by haying to fight against so many obstacles. 
Still, they are of a class to show nerve, and if 
they do take up the fight will make it one that 
will be remembered. As a pointer as to what 
may be expected, and as to what the silver 
interests will have to contend with, he says in 
emphatic terms thatthe President, Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Comptroller of the 
Currency are all firmly set against the silver 
industry, and will, under no circumstances 
lend it a helping hand. For that reason only 
hard work and persistent hammering will ac- 
complish anything to the benefit of the in- 
dustry. 

„„I know of no better way to begin, says Mr. 
Michels, than by holding a meeting of the 
silver men in St. Louis. The miners generally 
Dave a warm feeling for St. Louis. Many of 
them have important financial and business 
connections here, and a call for a meeting to 
arouse them toa comprehensive idea of the 
dangers that surround them would, I am 


satisfied, attract a large attendance. The 
only trouble is that there is now no central or 
even district organization, and hence po 
authority to call a meeting. Whatever is 
done will therefore have to be individual, but 
after thie call there would be a recognized 
authority hereafter. The way to begin would 
be by selecting a general executive commit- 
tee, composed tof representatives from each 
silver mining section or camp in the country. 
FALSE FIGURES AT TO THE COST 
of producing silver in this country, and what 
they will result in, is the great danger to 
which Mr. Michels calis attention. On this 
subject, discussing the matter at length, he 


ays: 
The United States Senate. the House con- 
curring, passed a resolution during the last 
session for the reprint and free distribution of 
the report of the British Commission on the 
precious metals. In thisreport, Prof. Austen 
of the Royai Mint, London, testifies that the 
cost of production of silver in thia country 
varies from 5 cents to 48 cents per ounce, and 
the mean average of cost of production is 40 
cents per ounce of fine silver. So lone as this 
British Commission Report cost $7.50 per set of 
the four volumes to import into this country It 
mattered but little, for its c:rculation could un- 
der any circumstances be but very limited, but 
now that the reprints ordered by Congress are 
to spread these false English assertions broad- 
castover the country, it becomes a serious 
matter, and the dauger which confronts the 
silver mining industry is by no means insig- 
piticant. Upon page 67 of Mr. Austen’s testi- 
mony, Mr. Buchanan, Presidentof the Col- 
orado Silver Alliance, is given as authority for 
this remarkabie low cost of production, and 
herein lies, in my humble opinion, 
OUR GREATEST DANGER, 
as so far all attacks on silver have come from 
the gold monometallists, our natural enemies, 
and their assertlons lost a great deal of force, 
being ex-parte statements. But now comes the 
heaviest blow from the house of our supposed 
friends andl am ioformed upon the beat au- 
thority that the National Bankers’ Convention 
in August will bring this matter most promi- 
nently before the public, and use the state- 
ment of the president of the Colorado Silver 
Alliance in their arguments agalust the further 
coinage of silver. The present director of the 
United States Mint, Dr. Kimball, a most bitter 
enemy to the cause of silver, bas also come to 
their assistance and he makes a similar state- 
ment. He sent out circulars of ey! to the 
miners of this country, and from the returns 
received he has selected 155 of the most suc- 
cessful and prolific m Mf es. He gives it as his 
verdict that the average cost of production of 
silver in this 4 52 cents per ounce fine. 
Coupling this with Prof. Austen’s statement, 
the Eastern bankers have already set the pa- 
pers going, and the New York Press, the organ 
of President Harrison and Secretary Windom, 
has brought forth editorials against the silver 
certificates, claiming that oe are not worthy 
of circulation on account of the cheap cost of 
production of silver. Mr. Porter, ite chief 
editor, a born Englishman, who always writes 
ageinst silver as money metal, has been re. 
warded for bis seal with the position of Chief 
of the Census Bureau. Comment further is 
unnecessary.’’ 
EXCEPT IN FAVORED CASES 
the testimony of wining men is that the 
Kimball-Austen estimate as to the cost of the 
rodaction of silver is worthless, There are 
doubtless many mines in the country that will 
produce silver at the cost stated, it is said, or 
even many which, while some run above it, 
will give an average cost of about that given 
by these alleged authorities. These facts are 
what causes so mucn indignation among men 
whose entire interests and fortunes depend 
upon thesuccess of mining ventures into which 
they have placed all their avallable means:

MORE TROUBLE WITH ELECTRICITY. 


A Fire Alarm Box Melted by a Current at 
Catiin’s Tobacco Factory. 


As usual the past two days of wet weather 
caused trouble in the Fire Alarm Office, Bell 
Telephone and Western Union offices. Be- 
tween Monday night and Wednesday morn- 
ing, three electric light wires crossed fire 
alarm wires, but only one of them did any 
damage. A fire alarm box on Catlin’s tobacco 


factory building at Thirteenth and Chestnut 
was completely burned out. In every box 
there ils a wire running up from the ground, 
the end of which is placed within an eighth of 
aninch of the circuit wire. Should an elec- 
tric light wire cross«this circuit as soon as it 
reached a box it would jump the distance of 
an eighth of an inch into the ground wire, in 
preference to traveling over the small wire. 
In making this jump the carrent forms an 
arc light as intense as the electric light 
lamps, burning everything near it. In 
this box it melted the brass plates and wire 
together, thus forming a complete circuit into 
the ground. Theclockwork in the box was 
completely destroyed and a new box had to be 
putin. Ifthe ground wire had notacted in 
this box the current would have traveled 
along, burning the boxes or injuring them 
until it found aground wire close enough to 
make the jump and get into the ground.

The Street Commissioner was informed of 
this move and yesterday sent a special 
inspector out with instractions to return an 
accurate and careful report. The inspector 
returned with the information that the ma- 
terial was being placed along the street in 
the manner usual when a new road 


is contemplated. The Street Commissioner 
then took official action in regard to the mat- 
ters, arguing that unless the company in- 
tended to luy a new road they had no right to 
use the public street forthe storage of their 
material and if a road was contemplated there 
was no ordinance for it, and consequently the 
thing needed looking into in any event. Street 
Commissioner Burnet wrote o Mr. 
Charies Green asking him why 
the material was being put along Park ave- 
nue, west of Mississippi. Mr. Green replied 
with the following letter, which defines his 
intention very clearly and in very few words: 


Geo. Burnet, Ag., Street Commissioner: 


DEAR Srr—Your favor of the 24th inst. has 
been received. In reply tothe inquiry made 
In it I state that the ratis to which you allude 
are Deing distributed along Park avenue by 
the Park Railway Co. preparatory to beein- 
ning the construction of tne street railroad 
under the ordinance of the city numbered

Upon receipt of Mr. Green’s letter Mr. Bur-

Under these circumstances it would 
have been useless to refuse the People’s road 
a right of way on Grand avenue, unless the 
Park Co. 's ordinance was deciared invalid, as 
the People’s road econid use that franchise 
and go over Grand avenue. The question was 
then referred to City Counselor Bell, who 
gave the following reply: 


To the Honorable President and Members of the 
Council: 


GENTLEMEN—I have received your resolu- 
tion as follows: 

Resolved, That the City Counselor is re- 
quested to advise this body in writing whether 
under ordinance 8,796 the Park Rallway Co. is 
authorized to maintain and operate a horse 
railway in Grand avenue. 

Proceeding to answer said resolution, I 
have the honor to state that the history of the 
Park Rallway Co. is as follows: 

Ordinance 8,78, approved Febru 17, 1874, 
conferred authority ou the Park Railway Co. 
to construct and maintain a double track 
railway, to be worked by horse power only, 
on Park avenue, from Mississippi avenue west 
to Grand avenue, «thence on Grand avenue 
south to Floral and Magnolia avenues, and 
thence west on said avenues 660 feet. 

The ordinance requires that the company 
shall not be required to lay their tracks or ex 
tend and maintain the line for operation untl 
within one year afterthe portions of Grand, 
Park, Magnolia and Floral avenues over 
which the road passes shall have been graded 
and improved. The ordinance further pro- 
vides that the railway tracks shal! be removed 
from Grand and Park avenues if the latter are 
declared boulevards or public drives or prow- 
enades. The ordinance is to remain in 
foree for thirty years from and after its ap- 
proval on February 17, 1874. It was accepted 
on March 16, 1874, by a majority of the cor- 
porators. Fifteen years have elapsed, and no 
part of the line has been constructed or oper 
ated. In 1876 the present city charter was 
adopted and went into effect. It provides that 
all franchises and privileges to use the streets 
of the city for street railroad purposes hereto- 
fore granted and not nowin use are hereby 
declared forfeited and of no effect, unless the 
company or persons holding such franchi«es or 
privileges shall within one year after the adop- 
tion of this charter, construct the tracks and 
run street cars upon said streets, to the ex- 
tent that said streete mav then be finished, 
and also extend such tracks and run cars on 
such streets as rapidly as the construction of 
such streets is completed. The records of the 
Street Department establish the fact that Park 
avenue Was fully improved from Mississipp! 
avenue to Jefferson avenue prior to 1874; that 
in 18838 it was fully improv from Jefferson 
ag ag to Ohlo avenue 
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prior to 176

that in 1884 it was fully improved to Shaw 
avenue, and in 1887 n was graded to Sbenan- 
doah avenue.

Section 2857 of the Revised Laws of Con- 
necticut requires that the Insurance Commis- 
sioner shall, at least once in three (now 
changed to four) vears, visit each life insur- 
ance company incorporated by this State, 
thorougbly examine its financial condition 
and ascertain whether ithascomplied with 
all the provisions of law, 

The duty imposed under this section was to 
have been commenced by the Commissioner 
as soon as his annual reports had been com- 
pieted and issued. But owing to the alarm 
created by the Moore defalcation at Indianap- 
olis, and at the request of the Commissioner 
of another State and of the President of the 
company, it was determined to anticipate the 

eriod set for the examination and begin with 
he Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Co. at 
once. The office force being engaged in du- 
ties that could not be postponed, it became 
necessary to secure additional assistance. 

The services of William D. Whiting of New 
York, an actuary well known for ability and 
experience in making examinations, were em- 
ployed to take charge of the details and gen- 
eral supervision of the working force. Judge 
G. H. Welch of Torrington was retained to 
examine the tities to real estate ciaimed by 
the company, and similar services in regard 
to the bonds and mortgages were rendered by 
Messrs. H. E. Taintor, Austin Brainard, J. G. 
Calhoun, C. A. Safford, H. J. Ward, and by 
Judge Hiram Willey of East Haddam, 

The above, together with Messrs. Wilson, 
Alderman and Shureh, in the clerical depart- 
ment of the investigation, the 

orking force. 

"The S amination was commenced at the 
company’s office in Hartford on March 6, 1889, 
and continued to date. The bonds and stocks 
Were counted by the Commissioner and bis 
chief assistant and verified. The real estate 
owned, together with such mortgaged prop- 
erty as showed any indication of weakness as 
collateral security to the loan thereon, was per- 
sonally visited during the month of June by the 
Commissioner and Mr. Whiting, with the ex- 
ception of abouta dozen seattered pieces of 
mall value, whose situation was too remote 
to warrant the delay which would have been 
occasioned by a personal inspection. As to 
these pieces, all but two of which were 
mortgaged properties, satisfactory evidence 
was obtained from correspondence. 

In appointing appraisers for the real estate, 
consultation was had with the insurance de- 
partments of the States in which the proper- 
ties were situated whenever such action was 
practicable. 

The only exceptions were in the States of 
Wisconsin and Michigan, where the Commis- 
sioners were not accessibie and but few prop- 
erties were owned. 

The following gentlemen were selected: C. 
F. Sayles 4nd C. E. Coffin at Indianapolis, C. 
H. Turner and C. H. Gleason at St. Louis, G. 
M. Bowue, A. J. Averill, Edmund Knauer and 
Pleasant Amick at Chicago, H. Townsend at 
Milwaukee, Henry Fralick at Grand Rapids, 
A. E. Leavitt and S. A. Plumer at Detroit, T. 
H. Walbridge and L. S. Baumgardner at 
Toledo, J. C. Mead and J. R. Hille at Hart- 
lord. 

The examinations of titles were brought 
down from the date of the deeds to the com- 
pany to the date of this examination by vari- 
ous local abstractors of titles. No outstand- 
ing defects of title have been discovered with 
the exception of two of a merely technical 
character and which may be easily cured. 

The litigation concerning the Bruce place 
Jots has been recently determined in favor of 
the company. 

The suit regarding the Dameron property at 
St. Louis has been appealed and is still out- 
standing; there have been, however, two 
cases decided in the lower courts in favor of 
the company’s position and none adverse to its 
ownership. The only other case involving 
real estate outstanding isthe Windett matter 
at Chicago. This is so clearly frivolous that 
the parties have apparently abandoned fur- 
ther attempts to push their claims. 

Every facility asked was promptly afforded 
by the company’s officers, clerks and agents 
in making this investigation, and its methods 
of conducting its accounts and filing papers 
were such as to minimize the labor. 

It was not discovered that the company is 
violating any provision of its charter or the 
laws ofthis State in the management of its 
business. As to its financial condition, the 
object ofthe examination was primarily to 
ascertaip the assets and liabliities as of the 
$list ot December, 1858. The results are as 
follows:

CHANGES IN VALUATION. 


The loans on bends and mortgages have 
been reduced by the sum of $80,600 on account 
of some of the real estate security proving in- 
suficienton appraisal to sustain the loans by 
that amount. 

It has been found necessary fora similar 
reason to deduct $23,837.37 from overdue inter- 
est upon bonds and mortgages. 

The real estate was appraised upon the 
basis of what the property was thought to be 
worth at private sale witbin a reasonable 
time upon the usual terme of sales in vogue in 
the locality. 

The company’s office building in Hartford, 
valued at $700,000, was appraised upon the 
basis of its value as an investment to the 
company. This building was constructed by 
the company in 1871 in the most substantial 
manner at a cost of about $1,000,000. It is abso- 
lutely@fire-proof, and its vaults afford a 
security for its booke, papers, and securities 
nowhere else obtainable in Hartford. It is one 
Of the most imposing edifices in the State, and 
nas a value outside of its income production 
us an advertising medium, and asa home for 
the largest corporation of New England.

beyond question. Fair treatment of policy 
holders is characteristic of the management. 
The company pase fair surrender values, and 
has charged it 

(part of $271,428 of liabilities above) on gc- 
count of policies which have discontinued and 
whose owners would have lost all right to sur- 
render by reason of lapse of time, except for 
a resolution of the board granting them the 
same privileges which had been extended to 
policy bolders upon policies issued of later 
date. Hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been paid out under this resolution, which by 
strictiy standing upon the terms of the con- 
tracts might legally have been covered into 
profits from forfeitures. Several millions of 


doilars have been used in an- 
ticipation of post-mortem dividends 
on note policies which the company 


might have retained and paraded as surplus 
by the terms of its contracts until they ma- 
tured. Owing to the fact that new policies 
were being issued without postponement of 
dividends equality between insurants required 
that they should be put upon the same basis 
as nearly as possible by vaying up their de- 
ferred dividends. 

For the past five years, which was as far 
as it was thought necessary to inquire 
only $41,790.39 had been abate 
from claims by reason of . 
promise out of $18,871,544 paid. This 
was justified by the.terms of the contracts and 
the circumstances of the cases. This remark 
will likewise apply to the $35,000 of contested 
cases charged as a liability. 


A QUESTION OF POLICY. 

The management has been severely criticised 
Decause a large amount of new business bas 
not been secured, because of the large amount 
of real estate carried at a comparativeiy low 
rate of interest, and because of the defalca- 
tion of nearly half a mililon dollars by its 


late financial correspondent, Joseph 
A. Moore, at Indianapolis. Upon 
these points every one will judge 


for himself. The Commissioner can only state 
the facts as he finds them, with such pertinent 
observations as seem necessary to explain 
them or aid ina fairconciusion. About 1870 
the old note plan, upon which the company 
had obtained all of its business, was discon- 
tinued for the all-cash method in common 
with other Connecticut companies, 

The agency force, educated to a different sys- 
tem, became more or less demoralized and the 
company lost the headway whichit had at- 
tained. Sbortly after 1873 competition between 
companies caused a material and continuing 
moreuse in the rates of commission paid to 
agents. Many companies adopted speculative 
plans of insurance based upon é6xaggerated 
estimates ot results, and several went abroad 
for new business at greatly augmented cost. 
Into this competition the Connecticut Mutual 
declined to enter. 

It has, therefore, remained content with its 
old agents at its old rates of commission and 
standard plans of insurance, believing that it 
had acquired sufficient sizeto obtain all that 
was valuable in that respect, and that the in- 
terest of its present clients would suffer by the 
ether course. While the Commissioner does 
not pretend to bean expert in the manage- 
ment of an insurance office, these reasons 
seem to him to be entitled to great weight, 
and so loug asthe company bas substantialiy 
held its own, never having had over $33,000,000 
of insurance at any one time upon its books in 
excess of present boldings, it would seem 
that until its critics can demonstrate that its 
dividends and surplus would have been 
greater as to each Insurer by another course, 
the charge of error in preferring quality to 
quantity may well be considered not proved. 

As to the real estate held by the company, 
while if sold at the present appralsal, and tak 
ing into consideration the balance of profits 
derived from sales for the pastten years,there 
would bea material gain over the cost price, 
nevertheless, in view of the small amount of 
rents derived therefrom since it was ecquired 
the account wili stand at a loss. It is but fair, 
however, to state that the portions of this real 
estate which are responsible for this loss were 
derived from loans, purchases and buildings 
made in the inflated period prior to 1874. 
Property acogulyed by foreclosure of mortgages 
made since the end of the depression and 
since 1877 shows a handsome profit over cost 
and interest. 

The mortgages now on hand were largely 
made since 1877, and under the present 
officers. They exhibit asa wholea healthy 
condition from wiich no fear ofa repetition of 
loss, such as was before experienced, can be 
reasonably entertained in the event of 
another commercial depression. About 
two-thirds of these outstanding wmort- 
gages are upon farm property at 
6 and 7 percent, which seems to have been 
carefully selected. The interest has been paid 
promptly and foreciosures have been few,and 
those bought in by tbe company have asa 
whole shown a handsome percentage of profit 
on eubsequent sales. These farm mortgages 
are passed upon by a special committee of the 
board at weekly meetings and are made 
through representatives of the company in 
the several localities and not through loan 
associations. 

THE MOORE AFFAIR. 

It was to one of these representatives or 
financial correspondents, Josepb A. Moore, 
that the recent defalcation at Indianapolis 
was owing. Before this examination and in- 
cluded in the business of 1888, the company 
had marked off from its assets on this account 
the sum of 483, 448. 01, ot which $440,963.72 stood 
for the principal of loans collected and em- 
bezzled by said Moore. The balance was for 
interest, rents and taxes collected and not 
turned over to the company. One of the re- 
remarkable peculiarities of these transec- 
tions was the singular confidence displayed 
by those paying off loans in not demandin 
either the return of their notes or a release o 
record from their mortgage obligations. 

This unaccountable looseness of business 
method onthe partof borrowers prevented 
the company from knowing that the loans 
were liquidated, and left the evidences of in- 
devtedness still in the company’s pos- 


session at Hartford. It has been 
the custom of the company for many 
years to reguire bends of its soliciting 


agents and to have aspecial trom the home 
office examine the books and accounts annu- 
ally at their agencies. There being no con- 
tracts between these financial correspondents 
and the company, and their compensation 
being derived from the borrowers * us ed 

n 


them as a mere convenience trans- 
mitting money to the company upon 
contracts requiring all pryments to be 
made at Hartford only, and these corre- 


spondents having business relations with 
others besides itself, the company did not 
regard them as its agents or deem that it had 
any right to an inspection of their books. 

It relied upon the possession of the evid- 
ences of lndebtedness and receipts of inter- 
est (which in these cases Moore paid from his 
own pocket) as proof thatthe loans were yet 
due the company. The other amounts taken 
were partly from current collections and 


partly from overdue interest, which, 
the’ company was led to believe 
by Moore, had not been collected on ac- 


count of some temporary embarrassment of 
the borrower, such as frequently occurs in the 
usual course of business. Since the closing of 
the books for 1888 a few additional items of 
small amounts have been discovered to add to 
thie loss. These are wore than offset by sums 
realized from the sales of property turned 
over to the company by Moore when hie Irreg- 
viarities were discovered.

RAISED THE TOLLS. 


The Western Union Increases the Market 
Service Rate to the Merchants’ Exchange. § 


The Western Union Telegraph Co. has 
notified the Merchants’ Exchange that on and 
after Monday the rate on the market quota- 
tion service will be 2 cents a word. President 
O. A. Cox of the Exchange said to-day: The 
Exchange has not hadacontract with the 
Western Union for nine or ten years, buta 


contract was made ten or eleven years 
ago tor one year, which has 
been permitted to govern us ever since. The 


rate made in that contract was $100 a week for 
the service, which incinded the market re- 
ports from all the leading cities. Of course 
after the expiration of the contract we could 
stop the service or the Western Union could 
raise the rate at any time. Now they bave raised 
the rate and we figure that the same 
service at 2cents per word will costus from 
$6,000 to $7,000 nore per year than itis now 
costing. Ihave called a meeting of the Board 
of Directors for to-morrow, when we will de- 
cide on what is to be dope. We wilil then have 
a report from the Committee on Quotations to 
act on. 

Mr. Burr, chairman of the Committee on 
Quotations, said: ‘‘The service will probably 
be reduced now thatthe rate has been raised 
by the Western Union. We shall probably do 
without Milwaukee, Duluth and Baltimore. 
Those markets do us very little good. Of 
course we are giad to have them when we 
don’t have to pay too muon for them, but now 
we can’t afford them.’’

BROS. & CO., DRY GOODS DEALERS. 


The Firm One of the Heaviest in the Trade 
in the United States—The Liabilities Esti- 
mated at $4,000,000—Assignment of the 
Philadelphia Branch House—Latest De- 
velopments,

NEW YORK, July 2%.—The announcement was 
made in the dry goods district late yesterday 
afternoon that the firm of Lewis Bros. & Co., 
Nos. 86 Worth street aud 9 Thomas, had be- 
come embarrassed and would make an as- 
signment to-day. The report was received 
with surprise by those who heard it, and at 
first little belief was attached to the rumor. 
Nothing could be learned of the truth of the 


report at the place of business, as the mem- 
bers of the firm were all said to be 
away. Inthe evening it was ascertained that 
the rumor was based on the fact that several 
notes of the firm went to protest during the 
day and despite all their efforts members of 
the firm had been unable to make the notes 
good. The house of Lewis Bros. & Co. is one 
of the largest in the district. Itis one of the 
oldest and has been regarded up to the pres- 
ent time as among the strongest and has had 
almost unlimited credit. It does a large 
commission business in print goods and rep- 
resents several Massachusetts mills. The 
members of the firm are Walter H. Lewis, 
Joseph W. Lewis, Henry Lewis and John L. 
Boardman. Walter H. Lewis is the resident 
member of the firm. His home is at No.63 West 
Nineteenth street. All the other members of 
the firm live out of the cit¥, and could not be 
found lastevening. From what could be as- 
certained, the embarrassment of the house is 
caused by carrying too large a stock and by 
backward payments. The iiabilities are said 
to reach nearly $4,000,000 and an examination 
of their books and stock was in progress yes- 
terday to ascertain exactly how they stood. 
Those who had some knowlege of the affairs 
and the business of the bovse thought the 
difficulty would only be temporary and the 
firm would resume business in a short time. 
Walter H. Lewis was seen late last night at his 
home,in West Nineteenth street. He de- 
clined, however, to make any statement or 
assign any reason forthe firm’s difficulty, or 
to deny the report of ite trouble.

THE NORTHWESTERN WHEAT CROP. 


Reliable Estimates of the Minnesota and 
Dakota Yields. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 25.—The following 
estimate was compiled by Col. Rogers of the 
Market Record, one of the most reliable statis- 
ticians in the Northwest: The maturing grain 
in the spring wheat sections bas progressed 
endéugh toward maturity so that it is possible 
to form something like a fair estimate 
of vield. That it will amount to more 
than was commonly figured a few 
w ago there is not the least doubt. The 
greatest trouble isin arriving at approxima- 

ons of acreage that are below average and 
above average. It will be about fair to offer 
the increase in acreage with the amount 
plowed up and that not plowed up that will 
not be cut, leaving the acreage about the same 
as last year. If Minnesota gets fifteen bush- 
els, which many think not too high, the total 
would be some 47,000,000 bushels, and 

both Dakotas eight bushels may 
“not be too high, or a opty of 
25,000,000 bushels, making 80,000,000 for both 
The last crop, while called 60,000,000 total, 
was more than 70,000,000 bushels, perhaps not 
below 75,000,000 of all sorts. It is quite gener- 
ally conceded that the promise is for some 
10,000,000 bushels more than a year ago, which 
concession, if correct, would indicate 80,000, - 
000 to 85,000,000 bushels this year. KN is 
getting quite general in the South and will be- 
gin in the North next week, although a great 
deal in the South is not ripe enough now, and 
much will not be in the North next week. So 
far very littie shrunken wheat has been dis- 
covered, but some is in a stage that might be 
affected yet. *

The Stories Regarding King Kalakaua’s 
Financial Embarrassment. 


Osicaco, III., July 25.—J. T. Waterhouse, 
Jr., one of the wealthy merchants of Hono- 
lulu and a member of the Privy Council, ar- 
rived in this city last night. He says the sto- 
ries regarding the low state of the King’s 
finances are extremely exaggerated. 

King Kalakaua intends to start for the Paris 
Exposition inafew weeks,’’ said he. ‘‘He 
possessed money enough to sail some weeks 
ago, but he decided to wait a few months and 
take a larger amount with him.

A SCHOOL SENSATION. 


PROBABLE ACTION OF THE BOARD WHICH 
MAY ENDANGER THE KINDERGARTENS. 


The Course of Study Committee Determined 
to Make It Optional With Parents 
Whether Their Children Euter the 
Primary or Kindergartens—Belief That 
This Will Hurt the System—Miss McCul- 
loch’s Novel Plan. 


HERE is a strong 
probability that the 
kindergarten system 
will receive a set- 
back in St. Louis. 
The first step in this 
direction will likely 
be taken by the 
Course of Study 
Committee at the 
meeting to be held 
this evening for the 
purpose of recon- 
sidering a section of 
the report on the 
school system made 
by this committee to 
the board on June 
ll. Thesection which was recommitted was 
that which bad reference to the kindergarten 
question. It was as follows: 
THE OBJECTIONABLE SECTION. 

It appears from the testimony given on the 
subject, that children admitted to the regular 
work of the primary department of our 
schools at 6 years ofage are apt to make much 
slower progress than those commencing at 7. 

There are, of course, many pupils whose 
precocity enables them to begin the work of 
the first grade without detriment before they 
reach the age of 7. Such pupils are provided 
for by the excellent system of promotion 
which extends from the kindergarten through 
the High School, 

For the average child there seems to be no 
doubt but that the first year of school life is 
well spentin the kindergarten. 


The unqualified indorsement thus given to 
the kindergartens, after a six months’ investi- 
gation of the system, andthe eliciting of many 
facts, which it was thought by some did not 
warrant sucha hearty approbation, was not 
received by the board favorably, and while 
the rest of the report was adopted that part 
referring to the kindergartens especially, was 
referred back for reconsideration. In view 
of the fact that the recommendations of the 
committee did not suit the board, the substi- 
tution of eitber of four suggestions made was 
considered. These suggestions were as fol- 
lows: First, the recommendation ofa half day 
kindergarten only. Second, a whole day kin- 
dergarten. Third, to have children attend 
nhalt day kindergarten and half day primary. 
Fourth, to give parents the privilege of allow- 
ing their children to go either into the kinder- 
garten or primary when they enter schools 
at 6 years of age. The committee 
met Tuesday evening for the purpose of 
taking some action on the recommitted sec- 
tion, but though the four above-mentioned 


propositions were considered the committee 
was unable to agree on any conclusion. 
Since that meeting there bas been 4a great 
deal of discussion among the members on the 
subject aud it is reasonably safe to predict 
that at the meeting of the committee this 
evening the fourth proposition above given, 
viz., to permit parents the privilege of send- 
ing their children either into the kindergarten 
or primary at 6 years of age, will be adopted 
as a substitute for the paragraph in the 
original report, giving approval to the pres- 
ent system of compelling the child who 
entered the sehoob at 6 years of age to spend 
the first year of hisor her school life in the 
kindergarten. The fact is that the testimony 
of the principals summoned by the committee 
during the investigation conducted by the 
Course of Study Committee while it went to 
show that inthe estimation of most of the 
teachers the kindergarten training was ben- 
éficial, developed also the fact that the con- 
sensus of the principals’ opinions was that 
in view of the fact that the sohool 
life of the ordinary child was so short that it 
would be better if the children began in the 
primary. This fact was ignored by the com- 
mittee but was not overlooked by the board, 
most of the members of which gave careful 
consideration to the published reports of tho 
prineipals’ teatimony. Their attention to the 
investigation and their consequent knowl- 
edge of exactly what it hud developed was the 
reason for their prompt recommittal of what, 
in the face of the facts brought out, seemed 
to them to bean unjustifiable indorsement of 
the present system of making it compuleoly 
that the first year of the child's school life be 
spent in the kindergarten. 
CHAIRMAN JOHN Ww. O’CONNELL 

of the Course of Study Committee was seen 
this morying by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter in 
referenee to the probable action of the com- 
mittee this evening, and said: ‘‘I think we 
will come to an agreement this evening. The 
committee is composed of men who are anx- 
ious and work hard to promote the best inter- 
ests of the schools, andI think there will be 
no difficulty in arriving at what isthe correct 
action for the committee to take under the 
circumstances. The board re-committal of 
that section of the committe’es report refer- 
ring to kindergartens clearly shows that 
the implied recommendation to make no 
change in the system on this point did not 
meet with the board 's sanction.’ 

„Then the committee at it's meeting this 
evening will offer a substitute for the objec- 
tionable section of the original report?’ 

„Jes; I think so.’’ 5 

„What will the substitute be?’’ 

J am inclined to think it will be acom- 
promise.’’ 

„Ot what nature?’”! 

„Well, I believe that the committee will 
decide to give parents the privilege of sending 
their children at 6 years of age, either to the 
kindergarten or primary. I am us strong an 
advocate of the kindergartens as anybody, 
but the fact is that itis a question whether or 
notin making it compulsory for the child to 
enter the kindergarten at6years of age, or 
rather, Ishould say; not allowing children at 
that age to enter the primary, we are not vx- 
ceeding our authority. The State law fixes the 
school age at 6 years of age, and in refusing 
parents the privilege of entering their chil- 
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if the child had time to take it, but not at all 
a necessary part of education, or in other 
words a luxury, they fear that the end of the 
Froebel system in St. Louis would not be far 
distant. 
MISS MARY M’CULLOOCH, 

the Chief Supervisor of the kindergartens was 
seen this morning and asked in what light she 
regarded the proposed ‘‘compromise,’’ but 
no expression of opinion could be elicited 
from ber. She was provokingly pleasant, but 
dumbas the proverbial oyster. She will ap- 
pear before the Course of Study Committee 
this evening, however, and give full vent to 
her views. In fact it was learned from other 
sources that the popular Supervisor bas 
evolved a plan by which she hopes to 
induce the Course of Study Commit- 
tee to abandon the idea of taking 
such action as is now contemplated. 
Her plan is this: She has prepared a detailed 
course of study for the kindergartens, and in- 
stead of being pastime the kindergarten work 
under hei plan will, in the future, be a part of 
the school system. She will show how it can 
be made a positive part, and not an unknown 
quantity in educational development. She 
hopes to be able to do this and thus obviate 
the difficulty which now confronts the board 
in keeping children from beginning what is 
regarded as school proper until they are 7 
years of age when the law explicitly sets forth 
that the schoolage of children in this State 
shall begin at 6 years. 

The meeting this evening certainly gives 
promise of being the most interesting session | 
held by the Course of Study Committee ina 
long time.

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THE GREEN GOODS” MEN, 


An Important Capture Made by the New 
York Police. 


By Telegraph to the FOsST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—The rooms or offices of 
Wm. C. Burns at No. 17 Moore street were in 
vaded by the police yesterday, and nearly 
$5,000 in money and 150 boxes and straps were 
seized. Burns bad been doing a green 
goods’’ business in the place under the name 
of Ellis. He was arrested over a week ago by 
Mr. Anthony Comstock in consequence of a 
number of complaints made by countrymen 


who had been victimized by him, and 
was arraigned in the United States Court 
and held in $2,000 bail to answer. 
Some days later a search-warrant was issued 
by Justice O’ Reilly in the Tombs Police Court 
for the examination of the establishment, and 
the return of the writ was made yesterday. 
Mr. Comstock and his assistant, Mr. Drum, 
1 — by Capt. MeLoushlin and a spe- 
cial officer from the Old Slip Station, went to 
No. 17 Moore street — after noon and 
found Burns’ office locked. the door bore 
the legend. T. C. Ellis & Co., Dealers in 
Diamonds and Jewelry, and looked as it it 
might have [n upon a very respectable 
house of that kind. The officers of the law 
knew better, however, and burst the 
harrier open. The walls were covered with 
railroad maps and a big, wide desk stood in 
the furthest corner of the second room. The 
inside of the desk was decked out with guides 
and maps like the walls and there were time- 
tables and directories and books descriptive 
of interesting resorts In various localities scat- 
tered about in careless profusion. There was 
a wide space between the desk and the parti- 
tion cutting off the adjoining apartment, and 
this space was masked from the ordinary ob- 
server by boards painted like the desk. 
The desk was one of those that have a 
flap or panel on binges, When closed it 
locked at the top, and when open or let down 
the flap or panel is used to write upon. 
The back of the desk was false. It was really 
nothing more than a sliding door. It was 
skilfully covered, however, by the railroad 
maps and calendars. These were nailed and 
pasted up so as to lap over one another and 
completely conceal the deceptive door, while 
they were immovable. Back of the desk, un- 
der cover of the painted boarding, was a 
panel in the wooden partition. 

Mr. Comstock explained that an accomplice 
in the negotiation of the green goods would 
be in the apartment made by the partition. 
He would stand at the panel during the opera- 
tion of fleecing and wait for his cue. It would 
not infrequently take a little time before he got 
it. The transaction would usually include the 
exhibition of the goods, the price to be paid 
forthem and the payment in cash by the 
countryman of good money for the greater 
amountof counterfeit he had bought. The 
bills shown hiin as counterfeit would be gen- 
ume and packed in a box before him and un- 
der his supervision. The box was made to 
hold three bundles of bills lying lengthwise 
side by side. When the bills were put in and 
smoothed down the box would be nalled like 
a cigar box and strapped with a strong 
leather strap. That would ciose the 
bargain and all that remained would 
be to hand tne box over to 
the buyer. Before that was done, however, 
the man at the desk would ask the country- 
man to look at some new things in the way of 
„green goods’’ and would direct his atten- 
tion for that purpose to another part of the 
desk. The novelties being in drawers under 
the flap or falling leaf it was necessary in or- 
der to get at them toshutit up. That would 
be the signal to the man in the other room to 
draw aside the panel in the boarding, then 
that in the desk and to remove the box with 
good money, substituting one with a brick 
nailed and strapped exactly like tne first. The 
operator at the desk would detain his victim 
as long as be could and when he saw his curi- 
osity satisfied would open the flap once more, 
knowing of course the change had been made. 
The harmless looking box would then be 
transferred to the countryman and he would 
be wished much success as he wended his 
— way to prey in turn on his neigh- 

ors.

money. He was said to be one of the Edward

277 Wayne street, Jersey City, and was wail 
known to be a wealthy man. The pass words, 
Krips, signs and secret signale used in the 
business were all obtained and delivered with 
the old furniture of the office in Moore street 
to the police at headquarters.
